REPUBLICAN MEETINGS 
IN FREE STATE, 
cqpemtnensendptcmemente 


The Republican Party celebrated the anni- 
versary of Easter Week, 1916, yesterday, by 
holding demonstrations in Dublin and other 
parts of the country. 

In Dublin there was a procession to the 
Republican plot in Glasnevin Cemetery, fol- 
lowed by meetings in Sackville street. In 
the procession were Madame Markievicz, 
Madame Gonne McBride, and Mrs. Despard. 
The procession was considerably augmented 
en route, and at the cemetery thousands of 
pee le had gathered. Several wreaths were 
aid on the graves, and prayers were recited. 

There were large gatherings at the Sack. 
ville street meetings. Madame Markievicz 
declared that the ideal which caused Connolly 
and Pearse to embark on their perilous 
course was alive yet, and would continue to 
animate the ple of the country. 

Messrs. arry O’Hanrahan, Charles 
Murphy, and “Ted” Kelly were also among 
the speakers. 


DUNDALK MEETING. 


Republicans in the County Louth assembled 
in Dundalk ‘yesterday, and marched to St. 
Patrick’s Cemetery, Dowdallshill, where Miss 
Mary MacSwiney recited prayers at the 
graves in the Republican plot. 

Speaking at a large meeting afterwards in 
the Market square, she declared that Eng- 
land’s difficulty was ever Ireland’s oppor- 
tunity, and therefore when England got into 
difficulties in 1914 Irishmen got ready to 
increase those difficulties, and to-day they 
were watching and waiting for further 
difficulties on England’s part, and as sure 
as these difficulties arose, they would know 
how to take advantage of them, tor, actively 
or passively, as suited themselves, they were 
always at war with England, and would 
always be at war with her until she cleared 
out of the country and let them alone. (Ap- 
no Free Staters in the South and Six 

ountyites in the North might take oaths of 
allegiance until they were blue in the face, 
but this country would be at war with Eng- 
land, would not be stable, peaceful, or pros- 
ben until all allegiance írom Ireland to 

ngland ceased. Having declared that the 
only government, ever properly established in 
Ireland was the Republican Government, she 
went on to declare that Sir James Craig 
was, whether he liked it or not, a citizen 
of that Republic. He might decide whether 
he was going to be such or an Englishman, 
and if he decided. to be an Englishman, 
there was no place for him in Ireland. Sir 
James might, according’ to his sense of 
humour or his lack of it, laugh at that state- 
ment or be angry, but no matter how angry 
he or his Orangemen might be, the truth of 
it remained. 


MEETING IN CASTLEBAR. 


Dr. Kathleen Lynn was the principal speaker 
at, 4 large meeting in Castlebar yesterday, 

She said that ever since the British came 
here Ireland had risen to throw off the 
foreign yoke. She seeméd defeated, but - it 
was only for a time. She had never  ac- 
cepted foreign rule, and never would. When- 
ever they relied on outside help it failed 
them; but in 1921 they just did without it, 
and the British had to call for a truce; and 
if through traitors they had lost what they 
fought for it was only for a time, and a short 
time, for soon the Free State would be no 
more. It wag founded on fraud, and could 
not last.

PARIS, Sunday. 
The British invasion of Paris, already 
formidakle on Friday, has continued through- 
out the week-end. ‘To-day it is estimated that 
90,000 or 100,000 visitors from across the 


Calais, Boulogne, Dieppe, and Havre durin 
the last few days, and at least nine-tenths 6 
them have come on to Paris. 

Uhe delightful weather remains unbroken, 
and Midsummer Day, when it comes, will not 
be able to show more sunshine or a pleasanter 
temperature than this Easter Day. 

English folk filled to-day the centre of the 
city, where their presence is the more notice- 
able because of the exceptional exodus to the 
country and the sea of Perisians themselves. 

The guide book, familiar years ago, is this 
year hardly seen, though it is orobable that 
a large proportion of the visitors are here 
for the first time, But Paris is so well 
planned that half an hour with a map enables 
the tourist to find his way to every point of 
interest—the Bois, the Arc de Triomphe and 
the Unknown Warrior's tomb, the Louvre, 
Invalides and the Pantheon—and all these 
meee were thronged from an early hour to- 

ay. 

An evening paper explains that the excep- 
tional influx this year is due, not only to the 
brilliant weather, but the fact that visitors 
were able a month ago to make provision for 
their stay at 120 francs to the pound sterling.

SERVICES IN THE CHURCHES. 


The Services in the various Protestant 
churches in Dublin were well attended vester- 
day, and the number of communicants was 
large.

Redeemer liveth... , Behold, I tell you a 
mystery,” were sung in the afte..0on. 

CHXIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL. 

The Service in Christ Church Cathedral in 
the morning commenced with the processional 
hymn, “Jesus Christ is risen to-day.’’ The 
Psalms were 2 and 113, and the 7e Deum and 
Benedictus were set to Stanford in B flat. 
There was Holy Communion at 10 o'clock and 
Festive Evensong at 3.50. The anthem at 
both Services was, “I know that my Re- 
deemer liveth’’ (Handel.) The offerings were 
for the Special Sustentation and Repair Fund 
of the Cathedral. 

At the Morning Service Alderman J. Hub- 
bard Clarke and Alderman McCarthy, _ re- 
presenting the Dublin Corporation, attended, 
wearin” their robes of office, according to 
ancient custom, and occupied seats in the Cor- 
poration pew. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who was the 
preacher, addressed the congregation on the 
subject of the Resurrection. is text was: 
“Except a corn of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone; but if it 
bringeth forth much fruit.” (John xii., 24.) 
Jesus of Nazareth, he said, in the course of 
his sermon, was presented in the picture which 
the Gospels gave us, as one who had entered 
into a very tired world and surprised it with 
the freshness of his own personality. Into 
this fatigued world came One whose whole 
being breathed vitality. Christ’s aim would 
not have been fulfilled if that vitality had 
not passed through that eclipse called death. 

The restrrection of Christ changed the 
fa.e of the Roman world. It gave new life 
to a civilisation that wag .itibly breaking up, 
and it orought hope where there was deep- 
seated despair. It gave men a new spiritual 
beginning. It was the samme kind of power 
that God meant the Resurrection should give 
to us. Christ had risen, and there wag resur- 
rection for us in Him. 

The resurrection of Christ could renew our 
daily life and fill it with zest and enthusiasm. 
Thev s.# around them society searching for 
sensation, diversion anJ stimulation to save 
it from intolerable boredom, and as the only 
remedy to escape from itself and from think- 
ing; yet the risen Christ, Who was not far 
from any one of them, could do what the 
search for pleasure could never do. He could 
renew our spirit within us, so that instead of 
having to look to our senses for joys, we 
could look to our spirit. 

The most destructive of ali spiritual things 
was hopelessness, continued the Archbishop, 
who, loo: ig at she state of our own country, 
pointed to the materialistic temper of man, 
the strength of indifference and ingrained bad 
habit. They asked themselves what was goin 
to lift things out of this rut that they had 
sunk into, Eastertide came to tell them that 
the Lord had risen, indeed. The disciples 
turned the world upside down in the power of 
the risen Christ. when the World was in a far 
more apparently hopeless condition than it was 
to-day, and it was the business of Christian 
people to keep their faith in the risen Christ 
awake and alett. The Resurrection turned us 
away from the weary realism of the world to 
the vigorous idealism of the risen Christ. 
through Whom God proposes to make all 
things new. 

ST. MARK’S CHURCH. 

At St. Mark’s Church, at Morning Service, 
there was a parade of the 2nd Dublin Com- 
pany of the Boys’ Brigade, under Lieutenants 
Fleming and Cathcart. The 9th Company cf 
the Girl Guides, who were in charge of Miss 
Binks, also paraded. There was a large con 
gregation. 

Taking as his text, “ And the women said 
amongst themselves, ‘ Who shall roll us away 
the stone from the door of the scpulchre'? 
and when they looked they saw that the stone 
was rolled away, the Provost of Trinity 
College preached an impressive sermon ftom 
the Gospel story of the first Easter morn. 

‘There were a large number of Communi- 
canta at this Service, and also at a special 
Holy Communion Service at 8 o'clock in the 
morning. 

The preacher at the Evening Service was 
the Rev. J. Carson, B.D. 

THE PRO-CATHEDRAL. 

The Feast of the Resurrection was cele- 
brated in the various Roman Catholic 
churches with every sign of joyousness. 

In the Pro-Cathedral, Marlborough street, 
at the High Mass, the Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, 
Archbishop of Dublin, presided, and preached 
a sermon on Our Saviour’s triumph over 
death. He subsequently imparted the Papal 
Blessing. This was followed by Benediction 
of the Blessed Sacrament.

BIG SEIZURE OF POTEEN.—Civic

The bailiff 
said that he went, with an assistant, to Glebe 
to execute a civil bill decree on Brennan, He 
did not get the money on demand and seized 
a horse which was in the garden. He put the 
horse in charge of his assistant, who took it 
in the direction of Sion Mills. Brennan said 
that he would not let the horse go and fol- 
lowed the assistant. The witness then saw 
the assistant standing without the horse. In 
cross-examination, the witness said that he 
had taken some drink. He was unable to read 
the warrant, as he had not his glasséw with 
him at the time.

FRENCHMAN ARRESTED AND 
CHARGED WITH MURDER 


There was a startling development on 
Saturday night in connection with the death 
of Mr. Alfred George Poynton Jones, landlord 
of the Blue Anchor Hotel, at Byfleet (Surrey), 
on March 29th, when the police arrested M. 
Jean Pierre Vauquier, a French subject who 
recently stayed at the hotel. and charged him 
with the murder of Mr. Jones. 

Vauquier attended a social party at the hotel 
on the night before the landlord's death 
occurred. 

The arrest took place at the Railway Hotel, 
Woking, Surrey. It was close upon ten 
o'clock when Superintendent E. Boshier, 
Chief of the Woking Division of Police, 
entered the ‘coffee room of the hotel and in- 
timated to Vauquier that his presence 
was required at the police station. There 
were only two occupants of the room, the 
Frenchman and a woman, who was playing 
the piano. Accompanied by Superintendent 

shier, Vauquier immediately crossed the 
road to the police station, where, in the 
presence of the Deputy Chief Constable, Mr. 
W. Kenward, he was questioned for over an 
hour and a half, through the medium of an 
interpreter. Later he was formally charged 
with the murder. 

_ Vauguier, when charged, made a statement 
in French, which was interpreted and after- 
wards NÍ win" and signed. He will te 
brought before the Woking magistrates this 
morning. :

A COMPLAINT FROM KILDARE. 


The Association of ex-Officers and Men oi 
the National Army, North Great George's 
street, Dublin, state, in- a communication, 
that on 15th inst., as requested by the Vice- 
President, Kildare Branch, they wrote to the 
Minister for Local Government, asking him 
to receive a deputation from the headquarters 
of the organisation, consisting of Messrs. J. 
J. Mack, J. Moynihan, and M. Power, to pro- 
test against the injustice that is being done 
to members working on the road grant in 
that county. On 16th inst. they received a 
telegram from the Minister's private secre- 
tary, asking for further particulars, and 
stating that the Minister would receive the 
deputation on the 17th. The injustice re- 
ferred to, the communication says, was that 
although it was made public that the average 
flat wage in that county is. say, 36s., and 
men, when taken on, were given to under- 
stand that they would receive that wage, the 
vast majority were offered approximately 12s. 
to 16s., and were told that the work they 
were on was piece work, and that a long time 
would have to elapse before they could have 
any improvement. 

In reply, the Minister stated that he under- 
stood’ these men would not receive less than 
the rate made public. Mr. Quigley, chiet 
engineer, Roads Department, informed the 
Association that the Kildare rate was absurd. 
Ultimately the Minister offered to institute 
inquiries and to give the matter of a re- 
fund of the difference sympathetic considera- 
tion. He also gave it as his opinion that 
the fact of a civilian becoming a soldier for 
a period was more likely to add to, rather 
than detract from, his capabilities.

The Labour Government’s three months 
of office have witnessed no political revolu- 
tion, no social upheaval, no alarming crisis 
in financial matters. Mr. Macdonald has 
been, on the whole, a good Prime Minister. 
He boasts justly that his Government has 
been notably successful in the department 
of foreign affairs. The recognition of the 
Soviet, no doubt, had become inevitable, 
but Mr. Macdonald showed courage in 


of an arrangement of credits for Russia, as 
a result of the present conferences, are 
not too bright, but the Prime Minister 
has served the cause of international 
morality by his frank and direct speech 
to the Russian delegates. He has spoken 
with equal candour and common-sense to 
the extremists in India; and, if to- 
day there is a substantial hope that the 
stubborn and disastrous conflict of wills 
between France and Germany is drawing 
to an end, we owe that hope largely to Mr. 
Macdonald’s statesmanghip. In effect, the 
Socialist Government has evolved a foreign 
policy which represents, not the views of 
any one party, but the mind of the whole 
people of Great Britain. Mr, Macdonald 
is entitled to claim the fullest credit for 
this achievement; but he might have 
admitted more freely that he is under a 
heavy debt to the true patriotism of his 
predecessor in office. 

The Prime Minister was less convincing 
in his survey of domestic affairs. He 
ignored the fact that a daily struggle 
is being waged between the moderate and 
advanced sections of his own follow- 
ing. He did not confess that blunders 
have been forgiven to a young and inex- 
perienced Government which might have 
proved fatal to a Conservative or Liberal 
Administration. He does not perceive; 
or refuses to acknowledge that his 
Government's success in foreign’ affairs 
has not removed a particle of the country’s 
suspicions of its intentions in the domestic 
field. A majority of the electors believes 
now, as it believed in January, that the 
Socialist Government is not a menace to 
the national safety only because the 
Conservatives and Liberals can dismiss it 
at any moment. Mr. Macdonald admits 
the precarious nature of his hold on power, 
but he has persuaded himself that neither 
of the other parties will wish to expel him 
in the near future. Indeed, he asserts, 
airily, that he sees no reason why anybody 
should want another general election for 
two or three years. In this cheerful con- 
clusion, as we think, he is entirely mis- 
taken, It is true that the country does 
not want another election; but Mr. Mac- 
donald must propitiate his extremists if 
he is to retain office, and at any moment 
they may demand a price which the 
country will refuse to pay. Furthermore, 
the Prime Minister forgets that the 
present situation is unnatural. Its term 
is limited by the fact that the older parties 
cannot continue to connive at it without 
increasing risk to their own existence, 
Does anybody suppose that Mr. Lloyd 
George will be content to lie quiescent for 
two or three years, while the Liberal 
Party continues to fall to pieces? If 
the party is to survive at all, it 
must get a strong lead, and Mr.- Lloyd 
George is said to be contemplating such a 
lead. It is reported that he may try to 
strike a bargain with the Government ; but 


“coalitions.” Rebuffed by the Socialists, 
Mr. Lloyd George might take command of 
the right wing of the Liberal Party and 
might throw its weight to one side or the 
other in the Parliamentary conflict as ex- 
pediency should suggest. In any case it 
is almost certain that the present condi- 
tion of unstable equilibrium cannot last 
for two years, and probably it will receive 
its first shock from the restless ambition 
of Mr. Lloyd George. Mr. Macdonald owes 
office to two circumstances—the lack of 
leadership in the Liberal Party and the 
adventurous gamble with Protection which 
has reduced the largest party in Parlia- 
ment to temporary impotence.’ Even a 
section of the Liberal Party under bold 
direction will be an important factor in 
politics ; and the time is at hand when the 
Conservatives, or a majority of them, must 
realise that their competition with 
Socialism for the working-class vote is 
irreconcilable with fidelity to Protection. 
These developments cannot be delayed for 
-two or three years, but are far more likely 
to mature within the next six months. In 
spite of his speech at York, we shall be 
surprised if Mr. Macdonald’s legislative 
programme after the Easter holiday is not 


framed upon that assumption.

The French Elections. 


Less than three weeks now remain before 
the French elections. M. Poincaré’s pros- 
pects of success appear to be improving, 
and it is the general opinion in France 
that he will be returned with an increased 
majority. His political skill and resource 
are unexcelled in Europe, and his long 
experience and well-tried ingenuity in 
tiirning every aspect of a political situa- 
tion to his own advantage will stand him 
in good stead when the preference of the 
electorate is declared. In spite of recent 
criticism he retains, to a large extent, 
the confidence of the French people. 
France is faced with many problems that 
require delicate as well as confident 
handling, and may be unwilling to ex- 
periment with new leaderships at this 
troublesome time. M. Poincaré can point 
to a notable success in his arrest of the 
alarming decline in the exchange value 
of the franc, which now has improved from 
more than a hundred to the pound sterling 
to slightly under seventy. The improve- 
ment has not been accompanied by any 
appreciable reduction in prices, which are 
still very high; but the French electors 
will appreciate the real significance of the 
franc’s recovery and of the disasters which 
it has averted. The cost of living and the 
increased taxes have influenced French 
opinion, especially in the rural districts, 
in the directions of Radicalism; but M. 
Poincaré, by including M, Francois 
Marsal in his Cabinet, has done homage 
to Radical ideals and has extended the 
scope of his own party in the direction of 
the Left. He can claim, with some degree 
of justice, to command a large measure 
of support in influential circles, and the 
understanding which he has reached with 
the British Prime Minister forms a new 
recommendation for his continuance in 
power, It is true that his policy in the 
Ruhr has been condemned by the Experts 
of the Reparations Commission; but M. 
Poincaré may be expected to present 
figures in such a way as to allay the 
fears of the majority of his countrymen 
concerning the wisdom of this policy in 
the past. As for the future, we do not 
think that his objections to evacuation 
will prove to be insuperable if peace can 
be obtained with honour and if adequate 
guarantees are given to counteract his 
well-known fears. He can declare now 
that he has not shrunk from any possible 
expedient in his attempt to extort from 
the Germans the full sum of their in- 
demnity obligations. Having failed to 
achieve the desired result after a pro- 
longed trial of his present policy, he can 
try another method without any fatal loss 
of prestige, and can defend the change by 
reference to the Experts’ report, which has 
be-n received favourably by M. Barthou, 
one of his possible rivals for the Premier- 
ship. 4£ M. Poincaré is ready to accept, 
however tardily, the necessity of com- 
promise, his continuance in office may be 
the less difficult of the alternatives that 
confront the French electorate, 


Art in the Slums. 


Foreigners often have wondered at 
England’s immunity from revolution. The 
stress of the times h-s strained the social 
fabric of every other great nation; but 
none who knows her fears for England. 
The secret of England’s steadiness might 
be seen at an exhibition which was opened 
a few days ago at Bethnal Green, when 
an art club composed of cobblers, coal- 
heavers, warehousemen and decorators— 
directed, we notice, by one of our country- 
men, Mr. D. J, O’Connell—displayed 
drawings and paintings done by its 
members during the past year. Among 
those who started this interesting club 
were deck-hands waiting for a ship and a 
haddock-smoker. The institute in whose 
premises the exhibition is being held 
houses many other excellent activities. 
The people of that dingy and crowded 
neighbourhood, who are obliged to live in 
conditions not so far removed from those 
of the Dublin slums, have their technical 
and arts classes, and economic hardship 
does not make their lives squalid. They 
have musical training, and we read that 
thirty members of the brass band have 
qualified to play in the Council parks, 
while the violin orchestra is studying for 
a competition at the Crystal Palace. The 
elocution class gives public performances. 
There is a gymnasium, and boxing com- 
petitions are held. In all this we see 
indomitable character triumphing over 
environment and the human spirit re- 
fusing to be debased by material circum- 
stances. The gaiety of the village green 
is returning, though the green itself has 
long been blotted out with bricks. The 
comradeship of the old-time guilds re 
appears in a workmen's club ; and the old. 
instinct of craftsmanship makes hands 
gentle and tastes fine once more. The 
men of Bethnal Green have something 
better with which to occupy their idle 
time than the game of cards; and when 
the agitator promises, not the happiness 
which is within reach of industry and 
sobriety, but an imaginary Golden Age 
to be attained by violence, they turn deaf 
ears.

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THE YIDDISH ART THEATRE 
SEASON.

LONDON, Sunday. 

The Yiddish Art Theatre, of which «lr. 
Maurice Swartz is director, has opened its 
season at the New Scala Theatre with a play 
by J. Julawsky, entitled “Shabbethai Zebi. 
The play deals: with the coming of a false 
Messiah, and shows the hopes and religious 
fervour that his advent raises in the hearts 
of his people. It deals with the conflict be- 
tween the Sultan and the supposed Messiah, 
and shows the deliverance of Sabbati from 
the first trial of poisoned arrows by a sudden 
thunderstorm. i ' 

While praying and fasting in his room in 
the castle, where he is a prisoner, his beau- 
tiful wife entreats him not to torture himself 
so terribly, and he yields to her embraces. 
Aíterwards he is so overcome with remorse 
at, what he considers his falling from grace, 
that he is unfit to stand the Sultan’s next 
test, and breaks down, declaring that he is 
not the Messiah, and that he merely assumed 
the réle in the hope of leading his people back 
to Zion. In order to make his humiliation 
more complete, he embraces the Moham- 
medan faith.

It is extremely difficult to judge a play 
written in a language one does not under- 
stand, but the emotions and religious ecstasy 
are so powerfully and intensely expressed by 
the beauty of the actors’ movements and 
voices, that one is held spellbound while only 
dimly realising the meaning of the scenes. 
The crowds and groups are particularly well 
managed, while great beauty and rare har- 
mony is displayed in the settings. 
Maurice Swartz played Sabbati Zebi so 
movingly and with such intense feeling—his 
remorse when he realises his shortcomings is 
poignantly portrayed—that one feels that he 
must have lived and suffered in the part. 
Excellent performances were given by Mark 
Schweid, as the Sultan, and by. Morris Strass- 
berg, as an Amsterdam Jew. Mr. Lazar 
Fried, who imagined he was the reincarnation 
of the Prophet Elijah, has a voice of ex- 
uisite quality, and gives a fine study of 
anatical devotion.

It, would be almost impossible to imagine 

finer weather than that which ruled in 
London for Easter. The sun rose clearly 
and continued to shine for hours until the 
day became quite hot and summerlike. 
The holiday was kept very quietly, and 
there seemed to be very few people about 
anywhere. The trains and ‘buses were 
running almost empty until the evening. 
It seemed that everybody who could get 
out of London had done so and left the 
City deserted. It is safe to say, however, 
that, if to-morrow’s weather proves as fine 
as that of to-day, the streets will hum 
with people and traffic. 
It was not to be expected that the holi- 
day rush would be so great yesterday as 
on Thursday; but, nevertheless, traffic 
from London was very heavy.

LOWER INCOME 
TAX RUMOUR. -

The consideration of Mr. Blythe’s Budget 
proposals, it now appears, will occupy most 
of the Government's attention until the 
opening of the London Conference on the 
boundaries question. 

The fact that the Dail reassembles on 
Friday, primarily for the purpose of hear- 
ing the Budget statement, involves con- 
siderable work for the Government, and 
the Cabinet will be in session more or less 
continuously until to-morrow. 

As a result, the members of the Govern- 
ment who are to represent the Free State 
at the London Conference find it im- 
possible to leave Dublin before Wednesday. 
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The Conference, which has been summoned 
by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, the British 
Premier, will take place at No. 10 Down- 
ing street. 

Sir James Craig, who leaves Belfast for 
London to-day, will have as his colleagues 
the Marquis of Londonderry, K.G., and 
the Attorney-General (Right Hon. R. Best, 
K.C., M.P.). 

President Cosgrave will be accompanied 
by Mr. O'Higgins, the Minister of Home 
Affairs, and Mr. Hugh Kennedy, the 
Attorney-General. 

Mr. Blythe will “‘lead”’ the House in 
the absence of the President and Vice- 
President. The Budget will be introduced 
on Friday, but no discussion will take 
place on it until Saturday. Mr. Blythe’s 
intentions are not likely to be disclosed 
before Friday, but a reduction in the 
income tax and the imposition of a 
variable system of protective tariffs are 
said to be probable. 

These speculations may or may not be 
well founded, but official circles are main- 
taining a discreet silence.

The Gaelic Athletic Association held its 
annual gn. in Croke Park, Dublin, yester- 
day, when it decided, by 54 votes against 32, 
ns sn the motion of the Cork, Sligo and 
Wicklow County Boards to abolish the rules

foreign ” games, such as Rugby football, 

Association football, cricket and air, 

, Mr. Daniel McCarthy, T.D., Chairman, pre- 
sided over a large’ attendance, which included 
delegates from England and Scotland. 

t was pointed out that the Galway branch, 
having failed: to pay its affiliation fee, was 
not entitled to representation at the Congress. 

The Secretary, Mr. L. J. O'Toole, read his 
report, which contained the following :— 

‘In view of the Tailteann Games being 
definitely arranged to be held from the 2nd’ to 
the 18th August next, it will be necessary for 
provincial councils to select teams in hufling 
and football representative of the various pro- 
vinces. In view of thelist of players selected 
having to be supplied to the Tailteann Com- 
mittee early in July for publication in pro- 
gramme of events, the Tailteann trial games 
for the final selection of the teams to repre- 
sent Ireland will need to be played early in 
July. A selection committee representative 
of the four provinces will be appointed by 
Central Council for the purpose of being pre- 
sent at each of the trial games to ensure that 
the teams selected will be representative of all 
that are best in our national games. 

“The total expense for the upkeep of the 
competing teams representing Ireland will 
have to be borne by Central Council; this will 
necessitate a big outlay. Hote] arrangements 
for some of the players for almost three weeks, 
together with railway and car fares, will total 
a large sum, while the only source of revenue 
to meet this huge outlay will be whatever 
receipts accrue from the trial matches. So 
as to prevent any misunderstanding on the 
question of expenses, we may here state that 
the conditions laid down by the Tailteann 
Committee are ‘as follow :—That all countries 
competing, no matter in what form of sport, 
must be prepared to pay the expenses of those 
competing. Neither will the Council be 
deriving any financial benefit from the games 
being held at Croke Park, inasmuch as the 
Council have already decided that Croke Park, 
on this otcasion, be given free for the holding 
of the games. This decision was arrived at 
as a result of the Dail consenting to make a 
grant of £10,000 free towards the erection of 
stands. 

THE ARMY v. ALL-IRELAND 
CHAMPIONS. 

“The Army having decided on the Gaelic 
games being the official games in the Army, 
the Council were of opinion some competition 
should be open to them in connection with 
the games outside the Army. An _ arrange- 
ment was arrived at whereby the all-Ireland 
champions were fixed to meet the Army in 
hurling and football for a set of gold medals, 
of equal value, though of different design. 
The all-Ireland hurling champions decided not 
to play in the competition, for reasons affect- 
ing the county team. The football champions, 
Dublin, played the Army at Croke Park on 
24th February, 1924, the Army team winning 
after a good game. The gate receipts accruing 
from the match realised £154 12s, 3d. 

“In view of the Army Athletic Council still 
adhering to national games being the official 
games of the Army, steps should be taken by 
Congress to create the Army as a province of 
Ireland for G.A.A. purposes, so as to enable 
them to compete in the all-Ireland champion- 


ships.’’ 
NOT APPROVED. 


The Chairman said that he did not agree 
with the Secretary’s suggestion that the 
Council should create the Army as a province 
of Ireland for the purposes of the Gaelic 
Association. He was convinced that they had 
already catered well for the Army in connec- 
tion with the games. 

Mr. Tarrant (Leix) moved an amendment to 
delete the paragraph relating to the Army 
from the report, as it: ‘‘savoured too much 
of politics.” 

This was supported by Mr..Dennehy (Cork) 
and Mr. C. Byrne, T.D., and it was agreed to 
delete the paragraph, but to adopt the report 
as it otherwise stood. 

Mr. P, D. Breen (Wexford) was elected 
President for the coming vear. It was an- 
nounced that General O'Duffy had been nomi- 
nated for the position, but that his nomina- 
tion had been withdrawn. 

Mr. Breen was congratulated, and in a short 
speech urged the delegates to do all that was 
possible to preserve the unity of the Associa- 
tion. 

Messrs. T. P. Mulholland (Cork) and J. P. 
Walsh (Dublin) were elected trustees. 

Reports from the provinces regarding the 
year's work were declared satisfactory. 

Dealing with the position in Ulster, Mr. 
McFadden said that one big difficulty to be 
faced was the Free State Customs. For some 
reason motor cars were not a “owed to cross the 
border on Sundays. The Six Counties Customs 
officials took action against one of the counties 
for amusement tax and won the case. As a 
result they had no “‘ gates” in Northern Ire. 
land since. He hoped that these difficulties 
would be overcome in the future. 

Mr. Tarrant (Leix) said that, in order to get 
over the Ulster difficulty they might have to 
pass a resolution making a province for the 
“* Ulster Specials.” 

The Chairman said that he would not allow 
any body to make the Congress a place in 
which to air personal grievances. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The reports were adopted. 


THE BAN. 


The Cork, Sligo, and Wicklow County 
Boards set down motions directed to the aboli- 
tion of the rules relating to participation in 
““ foreign games.” These rules provide “that 
any member of a club who plays, or en- 
courages in any way, Rugby or Association 
football, hockey, or cricket, or participates 
in dances or similar entertainments promoted 
by or under the patronage of British soldiers, 
Navy men or police on active service in Ire- 
land, hereby suspends himself from member- 
ship of his club, and cannot regain member- 
ship of his club for a period of two years, 
except reinstated by the County Committee 
or Provincial Council.” 

No player can be reinstated for an offence 
against this rule, unless he has ceased to play 
foreign games for six months prior to his ap- 
plication. The rules also state that “ any 
member of a club, including officers and mem- 
bers of committee attending as a spectator at 
foreign games, shal] be suspended for three 
months for the first offence, and an additional 
three months for each succeeding offence.’’ 
Mr. Dennehy (Cork) moved the abolition 
of the rules and held that the rules were 
being evaded. If the rules, he said, were to 
be rigidly enforced very large numbers of 
members of the Association would be rendered 
illegal players. He pointed out that the 
season for playing Gaelic football did not 
coincide with the other games, “ Soccer ” and 
Rugby. A number of athletes wanted some 
form of exercise during the winter months, 
and the rules would deprive them of that and 
make them wait for the other months. 

Mr. Henry (Sligo), in seconding the motion, 
said that there was not the slightest doubt 
that the rules in respect of foréign games 
were being evaded, and when hey n to 
evade the rules they started to evade the 
Association. There were a great many per- 
sons at present playing Rugby and Associa- 
tion football during the season who were very 
anxious to play Gaelic | rae in season. 
Under the rules of the G.A.A. as they existed 
they were not now allow?“ to do that. He 
did not think that the U.A.A. would suffer 
in the least by deleting these rules; but, on 
the contrary, he believed that they would get 
a great many excellent players into the Asso- 
ciation that were at the moment ruled out 
from membership. He did not think that 
one person woul withdraw his su or his 
interest in Gaelic by reason of the fact that

BIG PRINTING WORKS 
DESTROYED. 


The most serious fire that has occurred in 
Rathmines for many years broke out yester- 
day morning at the works of Messrs. James 
Walker and Company, colour printers, litho- 
graphers, and paper merchants, Rathmines 
road, In less than an hour the extensive 
premises were reduced to ruins. 

The reports of three rifle shots fired in 
quick succession were heard at about 5.15 
o'clock, and residents in the neighbeurhood. 
were much alarmed. The explanation of the 
shooting, however, was simple. Three soldiers, 
it appears, were returning to Portobello 
Barracks, which adjoins the printing works, 
when they observed flames issuing from the 
building. They informed the sentry, and the 
latter discharged a number of shots in order 
to arouse the remainder of the guard. A 
bugler sounded the fire call, and in a few 
minutes a detachment of soldiers, under 
Lieutenant M‘Loughlin, had a hose playing 
on the burning building. 

In the meantime the alarm had been given 
at the Rathmines Fire Brigade. The station 
is situated almost directly opposite the works, 
and in a short space of time all the members 
of the Brigade were engaged in fighting the 
flames under Captain White's direction. 

To use Captain White’s own words, the 
idea of putting out the fire was hopeless, and 
even the dwellinghouses in Williams’ Park 
and Leinster road were in danger. The roof 
of the building collapsed in a few minutes. 
The premises were built mainly of corrugated 
iron and wood and the resistance to the flames 
was very weak. “It was just one big flare- 
up,” said Captain White, who considered that 
the fire was one of the fiercest he had even 


seen. 
# Three lines of hose were laid from the road- 
way and another from the barracks at the 
rear. Attention was directed mainly to the 
stores in an endeavour to save them. Some 
paper sheds took fire at an early stage, and 
little could be done beyond directing the hose 
on the smouldering bundles of paper. 

A narrow strip of land divided the printing 
works from the sheds at the back, and this 
gave the firemen a chance to save them. The 
only destruction of stores occurred at the 
side of the building. The bursting of the gas 
pipes caused a great deal of trouble, and it 
was found necessary to turn off the gas supply 
for the district. Chemicals, of which there 
appeared to have been a large quantity, 
helped to feed the flames and made the 
prospect of saving the premises even more 
remote. 

Although the flames were under control 
within an hour and a half, the firemen were 
busy until late in the afternoon dealing with 
small outbreaks of fire among the heap of 
débris. 

The concrete walls remained intact, but 
portion of the flooring on the second story 
collapsed. A machine for the manufacture of 
cardboard boxes was twisted and warped by 
the heat. The cost of this machine, one of 
the finest obtainable, is stated to have been 
£4,000. Eighteen other valuable machines 
were also reduced to scrap. 

For some time after the fire was discovered 
it was thought that the houses in Leinster 
road might become involved, and the resi- 
dents were “ knocked up ” by the police, who 
advised them to prepare for emergencies. 
Had there been a Suna it would haye been 
virtually impossible to save the houses. 
Fortunately the air was tranquil, and the 
flanies shot up in long, straight lines. 

Mr. J. C. Matthews, Grosvenor square, one 
of the directors of the company, was early 
on the scene. He informed the police that 
the premises were locked up at noon on 
Saturday and that everything was all right 
as late as 7.30 o'clock on the same evening. 
There was nobody on the premises. The 
origin of the fire is unknown, but one theory 
is that it was due to the fusion of an electric 
wire. 

It is estimated that about 200 hands, mostly 
girls and women, will be thrown out of 
employment owing to the fire. It will be 
recalled that in 1912 the company’s first pre- 
mises at Jones’s road were destroved by fire. 
The directors soon secured the building in 
Rathmines road, which had been used for a 
number of years as a skating rirk. 

The loss caused by the fire is covered by 
insurance. The exact amount has not been 
ascertained, but it will be at least £50,000.

The Secretary of State, Mr. Hughes, has 
made public # Note from the Japanese 
Ambassador, Mr. Hanihara, disclaiming any 
intention of making a “ veiled threat '” when 
he referred to “ the grave consequences ” that 
might follow the exclusion of Japanese immi- 
grants from America. 

Mr. Hughes replied that he felt sure there 
was no intention to imply or express a threat. 

It is not known what effect this correspon- 
dence will have. The bill has passed both 
the Senate and the House, and contained the 
Japanese clause, but there will be now 
several conferences to iron out minor diffe- 
rences.

Mr. Hughes, in his reply to the Ambassa- 
dor’s communication, characterised the letter 
as a ‘‘frank and friendly explanation.’’ Mr. 
Hughes added—‘‘I am quite sure that it was 
far from your thought to express or imply any 
threat.”’ 

It is understood here that the explanation 
given by Mr. Hanihara has been approved by 
the Japanese Foreign Office.

The quota for the British Isles—which in- 
cludes all Ireland, Scotland and Wales—last 
ear was 77,432, and that figure was fixed on

Under the proposed law the quota will be 
2 per cent., based on the Irish population in 
the United States in 1890. It appears that 
in addition to the 2 per cent. a further 2 per 
cent. of the next-of-kin of Irish residénts in 
the United States will also be admitted, and 
this arrangement will be to the advantage of 
prospective Irish n-a. ghiall : 

Dr. Hathaway had no official figures or 
details in connection with the hew legislation, 
and does not expect them for about a month;

It is understood that there is a provision in 
the new law that emigrants shall get a 
certificate from the Consul that they are 
counted within the quota, and when they land 
in America they will not be in danger of 
being sent back to Ireland becauss somebody 
else (who was also one of the quota) had 
landed there before them. As a matter of 
fact, shiploads of people were refused admis- 
sion to the United States last year because 
they were late, although they had visas, as the 
quota had been exhausted. Now, it is under- 
stood, the Consul will only issue a certain 
number of visas, and those who have got them 
can land in America within a specified time. 
probably within eight months. This will 
prevent the rush across the Atlantic that takes 
place at present in the endeavour to land 
before the quota is exhausted. 

- Last year a Galway peasant sold out his 
place and set out for America; but the boat 
did not, get there in time, the total number 
allowed had already arrived, and he had to 
return to Ireland to take his chance in the

noxt race for a place “over there.” The new 
law, it is expected, will do away with all that, 
and the “ early bird” will have no advantage 
over the man who has the Consul’s pass. 

Dr. Hathaway expects to have the rules 
and instructions in connection with the new 
law within the next month. 

It may be mentioned that the quota for the 
year ending 30th of June next has been filled 
since last November, and no Irish emigrant 
can be admitted to the United States before 
next July.

The Times, in a leading article, says :—M. 
Poincaré’s first speech in the French electoral 
campaign has not been received, our Paris 
Correspondent reports, with particular en- 
thusiasm, even by his ardent supporters in the 
Press. They expected, it seems, a programme, 
and he has merely reaffirmed his foreign 
policy, and hes confined himself in home 
politics to insisting upon the necessity for a 
reform of Parliamentary procedure, and to 4 
very general treatment of other domestic prob- 
lems. But the speech raises some in- 
teresting questions, and indicates how 
the speaker desires to handle them. As 
to foreign affairs, it is exactly -what 
might have been expected. In the Senatorial 
elections of January M. Poincaré signally 
beat his opponents, to whom circumstances 
were then far more favourable than they are 
now, on the issue of his foreign policy. He 
goes to the democracy in May on the issue on 
which he went to the narrow Senatorial con- 
stituencies in January; he goes to them under 
auspices much more propitious—despite some 
very sharp criticism in the Paris Press of Mr. 
Macdonald’s York speech—and there is no 
doubt that on that policy France is with him, 
as she has been with, him all along. 

‘* Republican union and national concord ”’ 
is the cry which he now raises in home 
affairs—indeed, in all affairs; for he insists, 
truly enough, that home policy and foreign 
policy are closely united. f pores abroad is 
to bear its fruits, it must crowned, he 
maintains, by religious and social peace at 
home. The field of activities which M. 
Poincaré plots out for the new Chamber is 
wide, but vaguely defined. That is not 
unusual when such fields are outlined in 
electioneering speeches.

OPINION IN RUSSIA. 


The Riga Correspondent of TZ'he Times 
writes:—The most influential members of the 
Politbureau in Moscow are reported to con- 
sider that the London Conference has begun 
badly, and is doomed to end in a fiasco, as 
the Bolshevists are unwilling to make the 
radical change in their system which Mr.

Rakovsky, the newspaper says, broke through 
the narrow bounds outlined by Mr. Macdonald, 
rejected decisively the bankers’ memorandum, 
which Mr. Macdonald had merely repeated in 
a milder form in the course of his long 
‘* moral sermon,” and then disclosed a ‘‘broad 
programme for the Conference, revealing a 
vista of really vast international matters, in- 
cluding the principle of self-determination 
and the important question of the fate of 
Oriental peoples.”’ Rakovsky's speech was 
“not a Sunday sermon, like Macdonald’s,”’ 
through which the ‘extraordinarily unattrac- 
tive faces ' of the bankers continually peeped.

EUROPE’S CHANCE.

“I.do not see why we should have a 
general election for two or three years,” de- 


‘clared Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, speaking at 


York last Saturday in connection with. the 
Independent Labour Party Conference, which 
ens to-day. 

The Theatre Roval, in which the Premier 
delivered his speech, was packed. Many 
American tourists and Easter visitors had 
made vain efforts to obtain tickets, although 
they offered as much as £5 for a seat. 

The Prime Minister had a great reception, 
the audience rising and cheering loudly, while 
the people in the top gallery wound up by 
singing ‘‘The Red Flag ” and “ For He's a 
Juliy Good Fellow.’’ 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald said that if he had 
come to York two years ago not a single re- 
spectable person would have come to hear 
him. They would have been searching the 
horizon to see if it was lurid with flames. 

“MAKING MISTAKES.” 
In December respectable people looked out 
to see if the Heaveis still stood; in February 
they (the Government) were inclined to be 
regarded as supermen. Never was there such 
a Government, never such a Prime Minister, 
never such wisdom or sagacity. 
“ All these phases of insanity have passed,” 
he added. '' they are discovering that we are 
human. 
ginning to water when they look at the fruits 
of office, and they would like to change it. lt 
is far away from them—very, very far away. 
“ But, still, yon have got a human Govern- 
ment, a Government that has made mistakes, 
and is going to make mistakes. But it isa 
Government that considers first and foremost 
how it can help undistinguished, orderly, 
hoping, striving men and women and children 
with human souls and with appreciation of 
human duty and human rights.” 
If they left office in a fortnight, he con- 
tinued, they would have made their mark in 
the history of the Labour movement. Laboar, 
since January, had become bigger, not in size 
but in mind. 

“ We have been told," continued the Prime 
Minister, ‘‘ that there are splits in our party, 
I have never heard of them fea: the 
columns of a newspaper. But as the papers 
are either Liberal or Tory, Í suppose they 
think. that. as they are, so we must be. 
(Cheers.) All I have to say to you—and with 
this I drop the subject—is just like the an- 
nouncement that is made on interesting occa- 
sions—the party and the Cabinet are both 
doing well.” (Cheers.) 

Proceeding, Mr. Macdonald said that he 
was never allowed to forget a dictum which 
was more false than true—that they were in 
officé, but that they had no power. Whoever 
was in power had opportunity, and oppor- 
tunity was also power. 

RUSSIA RECOGNISED. 

Had they not recognised Russia ? (Cheers.) 
Was there not in London to-day a conference 
sitting of Russian representatives after years 
of misunderstanding, after years of mischief, 
after years of a policy that had produeed to 
no Russian creditor a brass farthing, but 
which had, on the other hand, produced to 
hundreds of families of British working men 
unemployment and poverty ? Office, but not

“We are in office,’ declared Mr. Mac- 
donald, ‘‘with power,” 

THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 

Speaking of housing, Mr. Macdonald said 
we had had Governments as sincerely in 
favour of housing as they were themselves 
but they had not the grip of the problem 
of the present Government. 

“The problem of housing,” he declared, 
“is the problem fundamentally of how to 
build houses, decent houses, good houses, as 
beautiful as you can get them to be, for 
the men, the women, and the families who 
can no more buy the houses than I can buy 
the jewellery that belongs to the Crown.” 

As to the shortage of bricklayers, Mr. 
. Macdonald said it was no good the employers 
lecturing the men; it was no good the men 
lecturing the employers. They had both to 
come together, accept their social responsi- 
bilities, draw up a scheme, work with, their 
hearts as well as with their hands, and pro- 
duce houses that would be a pleasure for 
people to live in. That was being done. 

Mr. Macdonald also spoke of foreign 
affairs, and again repeated that his Govern- 
ment was in office and in power. “ They tell 
me I have been lucky.” he said. “ They say 
that when thev left office everything had got 
so bad that they could not get worse, and 
that, therefore, I congratulate 
myself.”

REPARATIONS. 

He was very glad to find that the whole of 
the country was behind him in his view that 
the experts’ report ought to be taken as a 
whole. There.were things in it he did not 
like, and there were things in it that he did 
like, but if he began to raise this detail and 
that detail, France, Belgium, and Germany 
would do the same, and they would be in 
exactly the same position, and they would be 
just exactly where they started. — Even if 
they had agreement in those circumstances, 
they would never get goodwill behind the 
agreement. 

“Here is Europe's chance,” he added. 
“Put it into operation all at once, all to- 
ether. Then when that is done gó on and 
finish the job and bring peace and security 
on to the Continent.” 

It was clear from the report that if they 
went on for another two years carrying out 
a policy that had been carried out for two or 
three years, there would be no hope of relief, 
no hope of reparations, security, or peace. 
That was all he cared about, and that was 
what he was going to work for. 7 

By letting Germany join the League of 
Nations they could complete the organisation 
upon which he would like to found the future 
peace of Europe. He regarded the rise of an 
extreme nationalism in Germany as a very 
great menace, dangerous to Europe and de- 
plorable for Germany as well. The policy of 
the Allies was largely responsible for this rise 
of German nationalism. 

He urged that their attitude should be to 
accept Germany s word, and pointed out that 
the greatest danger Germany offered . to 
Europe now was not the danger of arms, but 
the danger of industrial deterioration. 

The problem of good government was not 
to make declarations, not to make. nice-look- 
ing bills, but so to conduct affairs as to trans- 
form the evils of to-day into the good things 
of to-morrow. 

INDIAN PROBLEM. 

The condition of affairs in India when the 
Government came into office, said Mr. Mac- 
donald, did not give them a chance. It was 
not fair or just to them. ‘‘ We know the 
serious condition of affairs in India; we want 
to improve it. As Lord Olivier says, without

We have departed, 
all of us now nearly, from those delightful 
faiths which made us afraid to go out at night, 
and Mr. Churchill alone—(laughter}—is 
striving to adapt Hans Andersen’s stories to 
the jntelligence and the requirements of grey- 
headed and bald-headed adults.” (Loud 
laughter.) - 
There were two things he begged and prayed 
of those who criticised them: first, that they 
would be good enough to read history, and, 
secondly, that they would be good enough to 
understand Socialism before they “* blethered ”’ 


about it. 
NO ELECTION. 

“My duty is clear,” he went on, “ It is 
in accordance with the principles of the 
Labour Party to carry on the business of the 
country, to keep off a General Election, which 
nobody wants, and which, if it came, would 
settle nothing. I do not believe in coalition, 
I think it clouds the issues and takes that finer 
sense of political honesty out of men. There- 
fore, I do not think that a General Election 
could be kept off by a coalition, 

‘We are not the largest party, but, I 
think, the largest party, which under ‘ordinary 
eircamstances ought to be the party to carry 
on Government, is so committed to imme- 
diate changes in matters like fiscal affairs, that 
ir conld not hold office without having a com- 
bination of the other two parties made against 
it that would express itseli verv quickly in @ 
vote in the House of Commons that a Conser- 
vative Government would be bound to regard 
as 3 vote of no confidence. 

“ Therefore, I believe if we are going to 
stave off a General Election, as the nation 
wants us to do, the Labour Government must 
remain in office and conduct its work, not in 
accordance with the principles of Liberalism, 
not of Torvism, but in accordance wth the 
principles of the Labour Party itself. 

‘‘T see no reason why the country should be 
hothered with a General Election for two or 
three vears. (Laughter.) Why should it? 
Tt will take at least two years to put Europe 
on a peaceful footing, to carry ont our pro- 
gramme regarding the League of Nations, and 
Ao get industrial relations established in any- 
thing like a normal way.”’ 

PEACE AND SECURITY. 

He felt quite certain that if parties would 
control their partisanship they would get the 
House of Commons to co-operate and do the 
work necessary to establish the country and 
give conditions of peace and security abroad 
They wanted to do more of the pioneer work 
than they had been doing in housing, bringing 
together the functioning groups and making 
them feel their responsibility.

BARGAINING FOR REDUCTION 
OF DEBT.

It has not taken long for the cloud on the 
Reparations horizon to take shape. It was 
anticipated that France, having accepted the 
Experts’ report,

The speech may be said, indeed, to have 
received its reply here a few hours before it 
was delivered. It was found in a statement

the recommendations of the Experts’ Com-

Under this head the paper, in view of the 
“loyal explanations’’ that are now urgent 
between the Governments, says that France 
Is ready to reduce her; claim on Germany on 
the express condition that her own debts to 
England and America are cancelled. 

If they are not entirely cancelled, she must 
maintain her right to further payments from 
Germany, and these will be in proportion to 
the demands made on France. 

The rapid action of the Reparations Com- 
mission on Friday caused surprise here, and 
M. Poincaré is preparing a statement for M. 
Barthou, the French representative and 
chairman of the Commission, of his views of 
the manner in which the Experts’ report 
should be applied. 

In regard to the Ruhr, the argument is 
understood to be that it is only when the 
Bank’of Issue is functioning, when the new 
Joint Stock Company to take over the rail- 
ways is constituted, and when the necessary 
German laws to put the plan into operation 
are voted and promulgated, that France can 
be asked to relinquish her pledges there.

LONELY DESERT CRIME. 
Reuter’s Correspondent in Cairo telegraphs 
that Corporal Ryan was stabbed two 
Egyptian effendis (members of the better 
class) late on Friday night oh a lonely stretch 
of sand on the desert side of Heljppolis. It 
was bright moonlight at the time, and the 
crime was witnessed by a sergeant and some 
privates in the vicinity, although they did 
not know when they saw the corporal fall 
that he had been stabbed. 
At about 10.30 the two effendis were seen 
aaa! quarrelling with a corporal. 
Shortly. afterwards they ran away, but 
stopped when summoned to halt by a Royal 
Air Force sergeant, who was close by. 
Meanwhile some Air Force privgtes ran up 
to see what was happening, and the effendis 
made off again. 

KNIFE AND DAGGER FOUND. 
The sergeant threw an entrenching tool 
after them, hitting one, but he managed to 
escape, dropping a buicher’s knife in his 
flight. One of the privates pursued and 
caught the second effendi. In the course of 
the pursuit the private heard something fall, 
and, on bringing back his captive to the spot, 
found a small dagger covered with blood- 
stains, 

Other privates came upon the dead body of 
the corporal lying upon the sand, stabbed in 
the side and cut across the forehead. The 
corporal had apparently staggered a few yards 
from the road and then collapsed, 
The captured effendi said that he was a 
student of the Tewfekia Secondary School. It 
is thought possible that the papers found in 
his possession may identify him with political 
activities, but the motive of the crime is not 
yet established, and an inquiry is proceeding. 
The police were on the scent within ten 
minutes, and at once drew a cordon round the 
spot and examined the footprints.

TO LOOK: FOR 44-HOUR WEEK. 


The annual meeting of delegates of the 
National Union of Distributive and Allied 
Workers was opened in Edinburgh yeaterday. 
Mr. John Jagger, of York, in his presiden- 
tial address, said that the Union was en- 
deavouring to restore the wagea of members to 
the level of 1920. If they were to obtain 
these benefits they must be so determined as 
to risk all in an attempt to sécure their de- 
mands. There never was a time when such a 
large proportion of the results of workers’ 
efforts went to capital, and such a small por- 
tion was retained by the workers. They were 
pressing strongly for the inelusion of distribu- 
tive workers in the Government's Forty- 
Eight Hours Week Bill, and once the maxi- 
mum of forty-eight hours was fixed by law 
he thought it would be fairly easy for 
organised workers to secure a forty-four hoyrs’ 
week. 

A resolution demanding that non-manual 
workers be included in the Hours of Employ- 
ment Bill was unanimously adopted. 


SHOP ASSISTANTS’ CONFERENCE 


The annual conference of the National Amal- 
gamated Union of Shop Assistants, Ware- 
housemen, and Clerks opened at Swansea yes- 
terday morning, and continued all day. 
The President (Mr. Skellhorn, of Man- 
chester). in his address, spoke of the need 
for a Trade Board for the grocery trade, 
which they honed to get with a Labour Go- 
vernment in office.

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OBITUARY. 


MR. GRENVILLE A. J COLE. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Grenville Arthur James Cole, which took 
place yesterday at his residence at Carrick- 
mines, Co, Dublin. Mr. Cole was an 
eminent geologist, and was the author of 
numerous publications on the subject of 
mining and geology. He was Professor of 
Geology in the Royal College of Science for 
Ireland since 1890, and Director of the Geo- 
logical Survey of Ireland since 1905. He was 
born in London in October, 1859, and re- 
ceived his education at the City of London 
School, and in the Royal School of Mines. 
He was engaged for a time as Examiner at 
the London, Oxford, Cambridge and other 
Universities, and was awarded the Murchison 
Medal by the Geological Society in 1909. 

So far back as 1891 he published *‘ Aids in 
Practical Gedlogy,’’ which ran through 
several editions, the seventh having been 
issued in 1918. There also flowed from his 
prolific pen “ The Gypsy Road’ (1894), 
“ Open Air Studies” (1808), “The Change- 
ful Earth " (1911), ‘‘ Rocks and their be mh 
(1912), ‘*Outlines of Mineralogy for Geologi- 
cal Students” (1915), The Growth of 
Europe ” (1914), “ Ireland, the Land and the 
Landscape ” (1915), “ Ireland, the Outpost *’ 
(1919), *‘ Section in the world we live in” 
(1917), *‘Common Stones’ (1921), and many 
scientific papers. He was President of 
the Geological Section of the British Associa- 
tion in 1915; of the Geographical Association 
in 1919; and of the Irish Geographical 
Association from 1919 to 1922. He was a 
great traveller, and his recreation was cycling 
as a means of travel. His father was an 
architect in London. He married Blanche, 
a daughter of the late Mr. J. E. Vervon, who, 
with one son, survives him. 
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GENERAL SIR JOHN HARTE 
DUNNE. 


We regret to announce the death of General 
Sir John Harte Dunne, -K.C.B., which oc- 
curred at his residence, at Fortfield, Sid. 
mouth, Devonshire, yesterday morning, in 
the ninetieth year of his age. He was the 
son of John Dunne, of Cartron, Co. Roscom- 
mon, and Margaret, daughter of General 
Harte. He married, in 1870, Julia, daughter 
of W. R, Chapman, of Whitby, by whom he 
had two sons, only one of whom survives. 
He joined the Wiltshire Regiment as Ensign 
in 1852, and two years later he was trans- 
ferred to the Royal Scots Fusiliers. In 181 
he was promoted to the rank of Major- 
General, and in 1893 to that of General. He 
served through the Crimean campaign of 
1854-55, and took part in the battles of Alma, 
Balaclava, Inkerman, and the siege of Sevasto- 
ol. He served throughout the. Chinese war 
of 1860, during which he carried and hoisted 
the Union Jack at the capture of the Inner 
North Taku Fort, and he was with the 
advance guard at the action of Changiawhan 
and Poliatechin, and the capture of Pekin. 
He commanded the Second Infantry Brigade 
at Aldershot in 1885-86, and the Thames 
District, Chatham, from 1887 to 1890, and 
was Lieutenant of the Tower of London from 
1894 to 1897. He was the author of ' From 
Calcutta to Pekin.’’ 


DR. THOMAS J. KELLY. 


The death occurred on Friday of Dr. 
Thomas J. Kelly. at his residence, Dunlea, 
Enniscorthy, at the age of 73 years. He was 
born at Kingstown, and was a son of the late 
William J. Kelly, Eccles street Dublin. 
He received his degreo after a course 
at Trinity College and the College of 
Surgeons. For over forty years he was medi- 
cal officer of the Enniscorthy Dispensary Dis- 
trict, from which position he retired a few 
years ago. Dr. Kelly leaves two daughters 
and four sons—Surgeon T. J. Brooke-Kelly, 
of Sydney, New South Wales: Dr. W. P.

It is contended. that the provisional 
arrangements would cause early bankruptcy. 
An explicit pledge is demanded that, if 
circumstances prevent Irak’s entry into the 
League of Nations on the expiry of the Treaty 
period, she will then be completely indepen- 
dent without a prolongation of the mandates. 

The campaign against the Treaty has been 
largely conducted by lawyers, and has been 
accompanied by the wildest misrepresenta- 
tions, recalling the agitation against the 
Rowlatt Bill in India. For instance, a public 
entertainment was given by certain lawyers 
to the deputies last Thursday night. In the 
course of a violent speech against the Treaty 
by the principal host, the false statement was 
made that the Treaty provided that no Eng- 
lish man should be arrested for any crime. 
The deputies received the statement with 
sobs and groans and beat their breasts. 

King Feise and some of his Ministers are 
doing their best to stem the flood of mis. 
representation by patient explanation, but. it 
is hard to overtake lies. It seems also im- 
— to convince the deputies that Great 

ritain is not prepared to go to any length 
for the purpose of securing the acceptance of 
the Treaty, in order to retain a footing in 
Irak.

Perhaps, it would not be inappropriate at 
the present time to recall the words of two 
distinguished graduates of Dublin University, 
both literati in their respective spheres, as to 
their estimate of Byron's action in adopting 
the cause of the Greeks in their struggle with 
the oppressive yoke of the Mussulman.

F. Barna Arenesrong ublished the followin 
sonnet to Byron, w ich appeared in his '' Á 
Garland from Greece ”’ (1882) 
Was it all-glorious, Byron, to have died 
To loose the despicable yoke that bound

To break a mouldering chain, and yet deride 
With peevish lip the stern, the stubborn pride 
Of thine own England, hurling from his

Freedom's Imperial Foe in foul disgrace? », 
We ask not. And for that pure love which

Thy ruined heart like the green ivy-twine, 
For that heroic impulse of thy breast, 
Strong o’er its. baser tumults triumphing, 
We honour thee, and still thy name enshrine

THREE MONTHS IN JAIL FOR 
RESCUERS. 


At Clonmel Quarter Sessions on Thursday, 
Margaret Walsh and John Lonergan were 
sentenced each to three months’ jmprison- 
ment for rescuing a prisoner from the custody 
of a Civic Guard sergeant. The rescued man 
is still at liberty.

Judge Sealy, in sentencing the prisoners, 
said that only for the fact that the jur 
had recommended them to mercy, he woul 
send them to prison for eighteen months.

A story of remarkable scenes in the Letter- 
kenny Mental Hospital was related at a 
special court held at midnight in the inatitu- 
tion before Mr. J. P. Speer, Peace Com- 
missioner, when - Superintendent Connolly 
charged we Burn, Cassie Smith, Cassie 
Donagher, ose Gallagher, Nurse A. 
McGeehan and Nurse Annie McGonigle with 
assaulting the head female attendant, Miss 
Hegarty, and using threatening language. - 

Miss Hegarty, who is the sis female 
member of thé old staff who refused to strike, 
stated that she was sitting at the fireside in 
her room on the evening of the 18th April 
when she heard a knock. She opened the 
door and saw some of the attendants outside. 
One of them. Burn, walked in past her. The 
witness stood holding the door. Cassie Smith 
aiso entered the room, and the witness said, 
“What is it?” Smith said, “You are 
wanted.” The witness said, “What am I 
wanted for?” and she said again, “ You are 
wanted.’’ The witness asked is to leave the 
room. She refused, and Nurse McGonigle, 
who was outside, said, ‘‘ Bring her out.” 
Several of them took hold of her. She identi- 
fied the defendants as having taken’ hold of 
her. They dragged her along the corridor 
and struck her on the face, ey pulled her 
downstairs. The witness called out to the 
patients to call the Guards, as she was being 
murdered. They put their hands on her 
mouth to já or her from shouting. They 
pulled her by the arms and body. All of the 
defendants took part in this work. They put 
her outside the door of the Menta! Hospital. 
Rose Gallagher, Cassie Donagher and Mary 
Burn pushed her and shoved her towards the 
pe They put their hands on her mouth, 

ut she ecreamed and held the railings. 
Guards then came on the scene. 

Guard Henry said that he saw Mary. Burn, 
Rose Gallagher and Cassie Donagher pulling 
Miss Hegarty towards the gate. They were 
dragging her by the arms and body. He 
arrested the three girls for assaulting Miss 
Hegarty. : 

Sergeant Maguire said that he saw Burn, 
Donagher and Gallagher dragging Miss 
Hegarty along, twisting her arms. Mary 
Burn had her hand on Miss Hegarty’s mouth 
to prevent her from screaming. The witness 
released Miss Hegarty. They asked the wit- 
ness to stand back until they threw her out on 
the road. The witness ordered Guard Henry 
to place them under arrest. 

The defendants were returned for trial to 
the next District Court on bail.

THE REDUCTION OF SALARIES. 

“ Not only have the Government failed to 
institute a single legislative reform in the 
educational field, but they have attacked the 
status and position which those engaged in 
the work of education had wrested from the 
alien Government, In defiance and violation 
of an honourable agreement, they have re- 
duced the salaries of National teachers in the 
Free State without reference te, or consulta- 
tion with, the parties to the agreement which 
determined the scale of salaries hitherto in 
force. 

“We cannot fail to note the marked con- 
trast in the record of the Government of 
Northern Ireland in this connection. During 
the first year in which the Northern Parlia- 
ment took over control they set up an im. 
portant and representative Commission to 
survey the whole educational field and report 
upon the changes and reforms required. Last 
year a comprehensive education measure based 
upon the report of this Commission was
